In the invitation given by the Dom- 
icion GoTernmont for proposals to 
build and maintain for five years a 
telegraph line "along tlio general 
route of the Canadian Pacific Railway" 
we think we can discover not only 
e:Tidence of the eamestneQS of Mr. 
Mackinzie in carrying out the great 
national undertaking, but also evi- 
denoe that the new Premier is (to re- 
Terse the words of the old proveb) "a 
man of deeds and not of words." The 
former seems to find proof in this fact 
of anticipating the result of the rail 
way surveys now being pushed forward 
with considerable vigor on both sides 
of the great|continental watershed no as 
to have matters in train enabling tele- 
graph construf'tion to commence the 
moment the "general route of the Ca- 
nadian, Pacific Ilailvray" shall have 
; "been determined. The latter is proved 
by the fact of this step La\'iug been 
taken unhearkled by govcruuient or- 
gans. Under some Administrations it 
would have been written about and 
talked; about for months before any 
actual steps would have been taken. 
Three thousand two hundred aud 
eighty miles of telegraph, for the most 
part through a trackless wilderness, is 
no trifling undertaking. "In any case 
it probably could not be accomplished 
for leas than a million. As it is pro- 
posed to be done it will very likely 
cost many times that sum. In the 
wooded sections the land to be cleared 
ito a width of 132 feet, or such greater 
width as may be necessary to prevent 
njaryto the telegraph from fires or 
falling trees". This involves, it will be 
obserredinot merely the slashing down 
of a belt of woods 132 feet in vridth, 
but the clearing away of the wood so 
brought down. Nor will the 132 feet 
suffice in many places. There are, as 
the local reader will know, forests in 
this Province where the clearing 
would require to bo made to a width 
. of 5000 feet, or even 600 feet. It will 
occur to the reader's reflection that 
this is in reality neither more nor less 
than clearing the path for the Eailway 
itself. The subject is interesting and 
Taluable as affording evidence that Mr. 
Mackinzie really means businoas; and 
in this tiflw it can hardly fail to disap. 
point Bome in this community who 
haVe BO ardently devoted themselves 
to the work of convincing the people 
of the Pacific Province that he is an 
unreliable political trickster whose 
promises, like pie-crust, are only made 
to be broken, and who has not and 
never had the slightest intention 
of honesty fulfilling the obligations 
imposed upon the Dominion by 
the Terms of Union. • But that is by no 
meant the only aeuao in wliicli the subject 
ia iutoresting. First of ftll, a considera- 
ble expenditure in tho interior will be 
created, thereby affording an early mea- 
anre of relief, howovor small, to ^Jroduc- 
•ra in a condition to receive the smallest 
favors thankfully. In the second place, a 
base lino, so to Bpeak, will thus be laid 
down to guiJo sattlemont whiuli will soon 
be formed in a continuous bolt acroas the 
continent, thus enabling population to 
'get in and prepare for railway construc- 
tion. Tn tu« third plaoe, the first real 
bond (tho pioneer of the second and more 
snbstaQtial one) of union between tiie At- 
lantic and Pacific rrovincos, will bo 
cre»tO(l;tho Dominion will posHoss cou- 
tiuuQUB telegraphic eouimunicntiou 
throughout its vast territory, and tho scat- 
tered oommunities and outlying settle- 
ments will be dirawri together in one com- 
mon brotherhood and made to realize a 
national oneness that could jjorliapa he 
attained in no other way. Viewed in thcho 
various lights, tha modest invitation so 
unostentatiously given involves retloctions 
' and interests of great importance to tho 
'Dominion as a whole and to the Pacific 
■Province in partionlar. 



iEbc-Mimster Ayrton in 
Trouble- 



It seems almost incredible that there 
should be any human being in this 
countiy capable of annoying Mr. Ayr- 
ton; but it would appear, nevertheless, 
that such heartless ingrutes are to be 
found. At Marlborough, Btreet, the 
other day, a miscreant named Henry 
Appleton, agod eleven, appeared bo- 
fore Mr. Knox to answer a summons 
taken out by Mr. Ayrton, for wilfully 
interfering with and annoying lum.iu 
Hyde Park.' The Idte revered "First 
Commiaeioner of "Works stated that on 
the 14th instant he was riding in Rot- 
ten Row, when the defendant throw 
his cap at the horse. The cap hit the 
animal on tho fore leg, and ihe de- 
fendant ran awfty, but Mr. Aryton ob- 
tained the name and address from one 
of his companions. The boy admitted 
that he threw bis cap under tho logs of 
the horse, whereupon Mr. Knox, M'ith 
deep fooling, told him that he was a 
very wicked boy, adding "that ho 
might have caused Mr.Aiyton's death," 
an observation which excited the pro- 
foundest emotion among all in court. 
Mr. Ayrton said that ho thought it 
desirable tliat tho defendant should bo 
punished, and a notice of tho matter 
placed iu tho park as a caution to 



others; and a notice to that effect 
would, indeed, from a valuable ad- 
dition to Mr. Ayrtan's immortal rules. 
Mr. Knox said that he would put such 
a fine on the defendant as would prob- 
ably cause the father, who would have 
to pay it, to correct his son — namely, 
10b. or seven days.: The boy was then 
removed from the court by o side door, 
a step rendered necessary to protect 
him from the violouco of an infuriated 
mob, who had, on the news of tho 
outrage upon Mr. Ayrton, collected 
instantaneously round the principal 
onteranoe to the court. — Pall Mall Oa- 
xeita.

Still 
it is only what we have had a right to oi- 
peot from a government only such in 
name. Perhaps you will permit me to 
say, that I bavo very much regretted that 
tha Miokenzio Govorninont ev-- made 
tha Edgar proposals, not on account of 
your local government at all, but owing 
to tha reasons whleh I have already 
given.

Tbe Ijatest from Cassiar- 

IVIiat iUn Praspocta Are! 

From a returned Cassiariau wo glean a 
few notes of interest from tho ilold of op- 
eration on Deaae Oreek and intermediate 

points. The trail from Telegraph Creek 
to tho hoad of tho Inlco is fast approaching 
completion, and will shortou tho route 
soma liftoon miles; with tho streams well 
bridged it will make an excellent road to 
tho mines. At the head of the lake tho 
traveller takes passage on ono of the nu- 
merous ferry boats plying that water, and 
in about 5 hours is landed at the mouth 
of Deaso Creok, some twenty miloa dis- 
tant. The laks is some 35 miles iu length, 
and varies from 2 to -i miles in width, 
and its cigar water abounds in Qsh. Doaio 
Creok is 12 miles in length and beads in a 
small lakd to the north of Deaso Lake,nud 
runs vary swiftly thruagh an almost con- 
tin nous canon. Claims are staked oiF on 
the entire length of tliid crock, some of 
which the owucra think aro fabulously 
rich, and it is conceded by all that their 
expectations will bo roali/od to a yreut (Ex- 
tent, while many others poasossud of the 
same golden dream ■will be far less fortu- 
nate. 

Preparations for -working tbo claims 
were comnioncing in earnest, and some few 
had their wing dams liuiMhed and wore 
building sluice-boxes, water wheels, ate, 
in order to take advantage of the season 
as soon as the water fell. The town is lo- 
cated at tba juuetion of tho lake nud 
mouth of the croek.and was fast approach- 
ing goed proportions, some 15 good.sub- 
stantial log houses being already finished 
and tonantod and several more in course 
of conatruotion. 

The Gold Commissioner had arrived 
and was speedily settling tho title of dis- 
puted claims with almost general satis- 
faction. Contracts badbeeu let for tho 
erection of government buildings — Court 
Honso, Recorder's office, etc. Several 
mule trains aro packing provisions into 
tho rainos, and tho merchants who have 
heretofore charged enormous jjrices for 
their goods aro uow forced to sell tbemat 
reasonable figures, thus lightening one 
of the heBviest burdens of the prospector. 

There are a few good claims on Thibert 
Crook, some fifteen miles further down 
and on tho same side of the lake, but al- 
though prospootiug lias been vigorously 
proaecutod, nothing of extent has beon 
struck. Men are out over tho country in 
every direotiou looking for the precious 
metal, and all are in hope of finding other 
and more extended diggings. If such bo 
the result, Cassiar will bo a better fiold 
next year than this; but if success does 
not attend their efl'orta tho camp is al- 
ready ovordono, and mony who wont U]) 
this spring in the fond hope of reaj)iiig a 
golden reward will be forced to quit tho 
country penniless next fall. Tlio climnto 
of Cassiar is simply splendid, day lasts 
for 22 hours and the remaining two hours 
is 08 Q moon-light night. 

Tho Diaoovory claim on Deaso Creel;, 
ownod by Moore and otUors, pvospocts 
very handsomely, as also does tljo Bouldr 
er claim, ownod by Lewis and others. 
Several beautiful specimens wore shown, 
tho largest valued at $13 75. 

It is thought that there will be nearly 
a million dollars taken out of Doaso Creok 
this season. Many of the owners will 
have ampla time to fall work their claims 
this fall. 



Nimpkisli River Diggijass 

Messrs. Philbort and KofT, who came 
down on the Otter, stopped at Alort Bay 
to prospect Nimpkish Kivor and tribu- 
taries six weeks ago- They spent four 
weeks in prospecting. On one crock thoy 
got in a pan two small pieces of melon- 
seed ^old weighing, perhaps, 30 cents. 
This "tlnd" eioitod thorn and they con- 
tinued their operations; but did notaftor- 
warda find more than a cent to tho i)au. 
Tlioy found a few fertile spots of land 
suitable for agricultural purposes. Tiujy 
saw a line soam of white, yellow and blue 
marble, whioh crosses the !Nimpkish Ki- 
ver 24 miles from its mouth. Deor.elk and 
black bear ■were numerous and'very tamo, 
and tha party killed as many as thoy 
wished to supply their want.s. Indians 
reported largo bands of horuoil cattle 
roaming at largo at the head of the island.

De.vbe Cheek, Juno 15th, 1874. 

FniEND Geohoe Yien;;a. — I suppose 
you will bo glad to hoar from mo, but I 
Lave Ijeen busy or I would have written 
sooner. 1 am enjoying [irotty good health 
and 1 fool very comfortable. I am very 
well satisticil with my prospects, as I 
have got a pretty good claim, aud I am 
doing very well. Tho miners horo arc 
not able to do much work at present, as 
tlie water is rather high in the creek, and 
it will not go down, [)robal)ly until somo 
time in July. Tlio town is siiringiug up 
very fa.st, tluu'o are about a dozen stores 
and saloons aln\uly up and several more 
building. I believe tho creek is protty 
good, but it is all staked off and unless 
there are more crooks found oqt the gold 
field rWll bo very limited. The men aro 
all busy putting in wing-dams and get 
ting ready to go ti) work as uoou as the 
water goi'rt down. I'lio frost is still in tlu; 
ground and 1 <-aiinot say wlion it will 
L'ume out. I'ruviHions aro rather dear. 
Flour is wortii -SL T.'j; bacon, $1; beans, 

75 and whisky 5iJ ' cants a drink; 
everything else in proportion, ho yon can 
judgd that living is pretty high. There 
arc plenty of iiieii ug out every day; 
hut .'^Dinc of llicni never go proHpectiuj; 
attdi. ft in [irolty haril work getliiig in 
h(U'e,as yon have to pack your provisions 
from Buck's Bar to here, about 80 or 00 
miles, on your haok, and I oan tell you 
tiie road is ])rotly rough. I was very near- 
ly frozoii to death. The host jjrospoct I 
rvcr got was jjtM in a .sliovol of dirt, ami 
the ni'.st, .i-l"), out of a crovieo. Tiireo 
hundred feet of our claim is called the 
Boulder Company, and my claim they 
call tho Athous claim.

Many 
of the minors aro anxiou.5ly awaiting the 
arrival of tho Gold Commissioner, as 
thoro are some cases to bo settled con- 
cerning mining claims.

PhiIiAdeIiPhia, July 6. — Wool quiet

Refatine the Slanderer- 
Like Mr. Rosooeand Dr. Tolmio, Sena- 
ator Macdonald has been compelled to 
appear in print for the purpose of refut- 
ing the malioiouB slanders of a certain 
journal. In the course of his letter ho 
says: — 

' 'Your lending article of Friday last con- 
tains the followdng: 'That Senator Mac- 
donald said in February last, he felt like 
leaving the Province.' Quite true, I did 
say so, and more also. I gave my reasons, 
whioh it does not suit your purpose to 
publish. Few acts can be moro unjust or 
ungenerous than to quote a few words 
from any one's speech, whereby tho sense 
of his argument is destroyed and his 
ideas distorted. 

The words which I used at the meeting

hero again, — having suffered enough al- 
ready from direct taxes. That for tho 
lirst time dnrifliir a reaidenoe of over 
tweaty years, I felt like leaving the

Before going to Ottawa last spring I 
advised the people to accept no money 
favors frem Canada, until such time us 
Mr. Maokgnzie's railway policy was made 
known, and uow that this has been done, 
I have, since my return, advised the oc- 
oeptance of reasonable proposals— in or- 
der to securo tho speedy ooramencemont 
of tho railway— suoh as tho expenditure 
annuall:^on tho railway of SI.
